Hi Fellas; 


I just tuned in. Thanks be to Jack. On cleaning radios: I've had some 
sorry experiences with soap and water. Ionic contamination! It comes from 
the soap and stuff in ordinary tap water. It causes power transformers, 
even though baked dry, to eventually break down. It causes oscillators and 
if cans to drift. It causes corrosion in hidden places. NEVER allow soap 
and water to get into coils, transformers, wafer switches, trimmer caps or 
tuning cap stator supports. If you have to use water use a solution of 
isopropyl alcohol and deionized (distilled) water. Things will be harder 
to clean up but you wont ruin things at least. I find WD-40 to clean 
fairly effectively -- but don't get it into trimmer caps. It's a great 
corrosion inhibitor. I don't mind if a little dust collects in the radio. 
If I have to dunk a chassis I stick it in a tub of mineral spirits (paint 
thinner) to get the loose stuff out (don't soak it too long). I then blow 
it out (don't do this near an ignition source), minding not to hit delicate 
coil wires and mica trimmers too hard and then let it dry for a day ina 
warm place. Then I carefully spot clean the areas of tough dirt film 
sometimes with a solution of Mr. Clean and ammonia (being VERY careful of 
course). To finish those areas I wipe up wth alcohol/water and then apply 
WD-40 and wipe up the excess. WD-40 is also the BEST pot cleaner/lube I've 
ever used (no this is not a commercial, there are other products that are 
good too).

I have spotted what looks to be someone's attempt at constructing an AM 
modulator.probably in the 150-250 watt range...a chassis with major 
components mounted, and not a single solder joint made. When, who, and 
where, I have no idea..but it looks like a typical ARRL Handbook project 
from the 40s-50s.. 


1. UTC S40 Transformer (about 400v/250ma, plus 5 and 6.3 v fil wdgs. 

2. What I believe to be an ART-13 mod transformer..about 3" square, 
about 4"high, flange mounting, with 6 ceramic feed-thrus on opposite 
SIDES of the transformer. 

3. Another UTC transformer; from its place on the chassis, I imagine 
it's a plate to PP grid transformer..there is an S number on it, but I 
forgot it. 


4. A power supply choke of some sort. 


5. Several tube sockets; Amphenol CERAMICS, 4pin (811s?), rectifier, 
some octals for the preamp stage, etc. 


6. All this is mounted on what was once a new BUD chassis. 


7. End of components...YOYO after this.

This rather rare item is a Globe Matcher, Sr., model AT-4, made by WRL 
Electronics, Inc, of Council Bluffs, IA. 


Style-wise it matches my Globe Champ but imminent decreases in space and 
money force a sale. 


This tuner is unusual in that it was one of only two models sold to the ham 
community that used a Z-Match circuit design (other was Harvey-Wells, for 
trivia buffs). This design gives a true balanced output without a balun, 
with a single wire or coax output also possible. Input is a conventional 
S0-239. 


Specs say it handles 600 watts CW or SSB transmitter input power, and 500 
watts AM, with a matching range of 52 to 600 ohms, covers 80 thru 10 meters, 
including 11(!). Capable of 25 to 600 ohms it says, “providing the reactance 
is not excessive". 


Size it 8 X 14 X 9 inches, and weighs 13 pounds. Has a built in SWR meter 
and vernier tuning on the tuning condenser. Has capability of 
straight-through operation bypassing the tuned circuits. 


Unit has some scratches on the top of the cabinet, and one small light 
scratch on the front panel. Overall appearance is very good, with original 
knobs, rear panel decal and stamp markings, and so on. Insides clean and no 
evidence of arcing or melting.

I was digging around in my project pile awhile back and found a rather 
beatup looking 

Globe Chief that I brought home from some hamfest. I put a couple of new 
filter caps 

in it, repaired the phenolic octal crystal socket and the power switch. 

The auxilarry 

socket in the back is still present, but not hooked up to any thing. The 
160 loading 

coil has been removed and replaced with a SO-239. The pair of 807s put out 
about 

45 watts. And the meter needle bangs around alot, which I think it is know 
for. 


Some where in my gleanings I picked up a WRL screen modulator which should 
plug right into the auxilary socket in the back of the Globe Chief. That 
should 

give me some low level AM possibilties this winter. 


Now for the main question. I have also picked up a couple of derilict 
Heath Kit 

VF-1 vfos that should work with this combiniation. I have a manual for the 
Globe 

Chief, but not for the VF-1s. The vfos look intact and have their power 
cables. 


In looking over the cables, there is a Green wire that feeds the cathode of 
the 6AU6 

of the VF1, There is a red wire which goes to the screen via a dropping 
resistor and the OA2 tube. 

There is also a yellow wire which feeds the filaments. 


I am assuming the the red wire should get 6.3 V for the filament and the 
red wire should get 

about +250 volts DC, but I am not sure about the green wire feeding the 
cathod. Can any 

one in Boatanchor land give me the pin out for the power cable on the VF-1 
and possibly any 


other pointers that might pertain. I would like to check the VF-1s out. 


General comments about the Globe Chief, the screen modulator and Low level 
AM would also be of interest. None of this stuff is pretty, and I don't 
have much more than $20 in the whole pile, but I thought it would fun to 
get this latch up going for Straight Key Night

as the control boxes. The mount is not common, but they are around. About 
the only thing super special about Fair's lot is that all of the 
coils will have matching serial numbers. 


As far as the corresponding transmitters, GF, are concerned, they are also 
fairly common, with the exceptions being the antenna relay (rare) and 
meter (very rare), as well as the mount (rare).

Put a little on the inner 
surface of the coil form then run the slug back up through it and then 

back down into the form. Does help. 


I learned this form a Heath assembly manual many moons ago.

I have several 70.7 V line audio transformers in the junkbox....you 
know the type, tapped primary (indicated as 10 watts, 5 watts, 2.5 watts, 
1.25 watts and 0.625 watts) and secondary (4 or 8 ohms). 


By my calculations the primary impedences are 500, 1000, 2000, 4000 

and 8000 ohms. Should be ideal for use as audio output transformers in BA's 
but I wonder if these will saturate with the DC plate current flowing 

in the primary? This is not a consideration (I think) in their intended 
application in PA systems. If saturation of the iron is not a problem, 

I suppose one could even use these in push pull output circuits by 

choosing say the 4000 ohm (1.25W) tap as the center tap and connecting 

the common and 8000 ohm taps to the plates....or am I missing something 
here?

Re: The 10 most useful tools. I don't know that I could narrow the 
list down under 1,000! It seems that some of the most useful tools are 
those that are needed rarely, but really save yer butt when needed! 
Common ones like pliers, dykes, nutdrivers, screwdrivers etc. are on 
everyone's bench, and are used day-in, day-out. Working on BAs however, 
I find that my machine tools & auto restoration tools are also very 
useful. Things like Dremel tool sets, high-speed grinders, drills (BIG 
& small), screw extractors, gear pullers, Helicoil sets, riveters, 
presses, auto body tools, sanders, paint sprayers, drill press, etc, etc 
have all been used by me for BAs. Small 5 gal air compressor is real 
handy. If you're not into that stuff - make a friend with someone who 
is, and swap labor (mechanical for electrical). 


The comments about buying quality tools are interesting. My own 


philosophy is: the tools that you use every day should be the best 
quality that you can afford. You want them to last & stand up to abuse, 
and be easy / pleasant to to use. On less frequently used tools, 
however, I tend to buy cheaper Chinese imports (like from Harbor 
freight). The thought here is that you can make your life much easier 
and extend your capabilities in a lot of areas for low $$. I would 
recommend that the beginning BA collector buy a general purpose socket 
wrench / box wrench / open end wrench set with a complete range of 
sizes. Long 1/4" drive extensions (~18 to 24") are especially useful. 
This only costs about $100 from Harbor freight, versus $1000 from 
Snap-on - lots of utility for the money. Sears Craftsman is a good step 
up from the Chinese stuff (few $$ more tho).

for a WRR-2. All 348 lbs of it. And it actually came with a manual 

and -cables-. I've reinforced the floor, had the power company run 

a special line to my condo, filed the environmental impact report, and 
sold my furnace.

I have the side braces but there 
is a cradle that the whole thing slides into and which is bolted to the 
table. Base sub assembly W472-55A1, left gusset R15020-2, and right gusset 
R15020-1.

It's 17" wide and about 8 inches high and deep. 

NO tuning, not even an aerial trimmer. Just the BNC connector. Select 
the frequency with the 4 switches: the left hand one selects 20, 30, or 
40, next switch 0 to 9, next switch 0 to 0.9, last switch 

0/25/50/75. 

There's a toggle marked 25/50 kHz - probably deev or bandwidth. 

4 pin connector for the 24 V DC; 6-pin for mike, speaker, keying. 
There's a multiconnector marked "Remote" and another (female 12 pole) 
marked WB - I haven't yet guessed what WB means. None of its pins appear 
to be screened. 


In spite of a big dent TDC, it worked first time (no booby traps YET...) 


Inside are 9 plug-in modules using what look like familiar computer 
D-plugs and sockets, but many different numbers of poles, some screened. 


Inside those is NOT A TRACE of any manufacturer's name EXCEPT on the 
toggle switches which are marked SSS. 


There is writing on the PCBs - some English, some Japanese (?) and some 
Arabic (?) 


There was a white plastic label on the front but it was crumbling and 


smelt of carbon disulphide so someone had been keen to erase whatever it 
said. 


Likewise, the left-hand frequency knob has had all numbers removed from 
it. 


The vendor's representative said she thought it came from a captured 
Iraqui tank. Nice one - and it worked! 


Any clues helping to identify this beast would be very welcome.
